In the fifth Year of Henny the Eighth, a 
ſmall Tumult hapned about Iſngton and Hog ſ- 
don, the occaſion of which was this.

tain'd a very great Prejudice againſt Foreign 
Artificers, and efpecially French Men, com- 


Plaining very lowd, that Strangers were per- 


mitted in great Numbers to reſort hither and 
{ell their Wares, and to exerciſe Handicrafts, 


to the great Prejudice and Impoveriſhment of 
his Majeſties natural born Subjects; and not 


only ſo, but that they were ſupported in ſe- 


veral Inſolences by the French Ambaſſador. 


This ſo aggravated the People, that at length 


one John Lincaln a Broker, drew up a Summa 


of their Grievances, and prevaifd with the 
Preacher at the Spitele, to read them openly
